just last week, by a, unanimous deci- 
sion of the Texas Supreme Court.

The local school boards—especially 
in deep East Texas—are the last gov- 
ernmental barrier to school integra- 
tion. John Ben Shepperd, the Texas 
Attorney General who had opposed 
integration, made this clear in his re- 
action to the high Texas court’s deci- 
sion that state funds could be spent on 
integrated schools. 

“This decision, of course, does not 
solve all the problems of the local dis- 
tricts in Texas,” he said. “My office is 
ready to lend its legal assistance and 
counsel to any Texas school district.” 

Shepperd was slapped hard in the 
Texas court’s unanimous verdict. He 
had argued that since the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, in its May, 1954 ruling, 
did not rule directly on the Texas 
Constitution and laws providing for 
segregation, state funds could not le- 
gally be spent for integrated schools. 
Said the Texas court: 

“At the threshold of our considera- 
tion of the issues ... we are met with 
the argument that since the constitu- 
tional and statutory provisions requir- 
ing segregation in Texas schools were 
not before the (U.S.) Supreme Court 
in the Brown case, they were not con- 
demned and we should hold them 
valid and enforceable. That proposi- 
tion is so utterly without merit that we 
overrule it without further discussion, 
except to say that Section 2 of Article 
VII of the Constitution of the United 
States declares: ‘This Constitution and 
the laws of the United States which

shall be made in pursuance thereof 
shall be the supreme law of the land; 
and the judges in every state shall be 
bound thereby, anything in the Con- 
stitutions or laws of any state to the 
contrary notwithstanding’.” 


Governor Shivers said the Texas 
ruling should not be misunderstood; 
that immediate desegregation had not 
been ordered; and that “the local 
school districts still must make the de- 
cision with respect to desegregation.” 

“In making this decision,” Shivers 
said, “many districts would do well to 
keep in mind a recent decision by 
Judge William H. Atwell of Dallas.” 
He said that Atwell “held that the 
U.S. Supreme Court had required 
school officials to work out proper 
plans for desegregation, but, while this 
is being done, ‘when similar and con- 
venient schools are furnished to both 
white and colored that there then 
exists no reasonable ground for re- 
quiring desegregation’.” Local districts 
should not feel compelled to take 
“hasty or unnecessary action,” Shivers 


said. 
THE NINE JUDGES de- 


clared void Section 7 of Article VII 
of the Texas Constitution and Article 
2900 of the Texas statutes, both of 
which provide for segregation. 

“To the extent that these constitu- 
tional and statutory provisions require 
segregation of white and Negro stv- 
dents in the public schools they are 
unconstitutional and void and cannot 
stand as a bar to the expenditure of 


public funds in integrated schools,” 


the decision said. 

This means that funds paid out 
the schools last month were valid 
disbursed so far as the law of Texas 
is concerned. The Texas Citizens’ 
Council, which initiated the suit in an 
action against the Big Spring Ind 
pendent School District after that 
agency decided to integrate 
one through six, is not expected to ap 
peal to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

In an interesting aside, the Texas 
court said that all the U.S. Supreme 
Court had condemned as unconstitu 
tional and void “was _ constitutional 
statutory, and local law provisions 
which require or permit forced segre 
gation through and by governmental 
officers and agencies.” 

“The Supreme Court did not direct 
immediate and complete integration in 
all schools,” the decision stated, Grad 
ual integration has proceeded in some 
districts, but, said the court, to void 
the constitutional and statutory provi 
sions for Segregation in their entirety 
“would destroy the safeguards found 
therein which guarantee equal and in 
partial provision for students 
schools not yet integrated.” 

In one of many lower-court re-staté 
ments of the Supreme Court verdict, 
the Texas Court said that the nation’s 
highest court had ruled that 
educational facilities are inherenth 
unequal” and therefore unconstitu 
tional and repeated that part of the 
final decree which said that “all pro 
visions of federal, state, or local law 
requiring or permitting such discrim- 
ination must yield to this principle.”

Rep. Jack Welch of Marlin this 
week proposed creation of a “rural 
utilities commission” to control util- 
ity rate increases in unincorporated 
cities of Texas.

Instead Welch submitted to Attor- 
ney General John Ben Shepperd a 
rough draft of a bill establishing a 
rural utilities commission which would 
have the same purpose.

Wildcat Strike in Waco 


> Waco 
A sitdown strike over a racial issue 
ended without incident here last week 
at the General Tire and Rubber Co., 
but only after it had paralyzed the 
around-the-clock production of the 
huge factory for 53% hours. 


The strike was in protest over a 
Negro man’s right to work at a job 
he had bid for and won under union 
contract. 


It ended when the graveyard shift 
went back to work at midnight after 
United Rubber Workers voted nearly 
three-to-one to quit the strike. The 
vote was 487-154, but was a total of 
641 out of about 950 Local 312 mem- 
bers. Vote was by secret -ballot. 


The man whose head the unauthor- 
ized strike broke over is Ben H. Dan- 
ford of 1042 Harlem Street in East 
Waco. 


Danford had bid for and was grant- 
ed on the basis of seniority and quali- 
fications under union contract a vacant 
job in the truck tire building depart- 
ment. Under the union contract, race 
is not a factor in job bidding or lay- 
offs. , 


Danford was the first Negro to win 
such a job at the only tire factory in 
Texas. It means for him a 40-cents an 
hour raise. 


The strike started about two hours 
after Danford first reported to work 
Monday on the 4 p.m. swing shift and 
spread quickly throughout the plant, 
halting production, 


At a mass meeting of the workers 
Union President Howe D. Lynn read 
to the strikers CIO by-laws which ban 
racial discrimination in union jobs and 
which members are obliged to support. 

Article XIII of the union constitu- 
tion binds members “upon your honor 
... to keep (the obligation of fidelity) 
as long as life remains.” 

It says, “You, of your own free‘ 
will, do sincerely promise to .. . keep’ 
inviolate the traditional principles of 
the American Laborer, namely: ... 
never to discriminate against a fellow 
worker on account of creed, color or 
nationality . . .”
